DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1-11, 13-15, and 18-19 are pending. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1 . The examiner acknowledges the declaration submitted by the applicants of 12/6/99 and 
agrees that the evidence presented is sufficient to overcome the first paragraph 35 U.S.C. 1 12 
rejection made by the examiner, however the amended claim has a second paragraph of U.S.C. 
1 12 problem as follows. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 



3. Claims 11, 18, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 11, 18, and 19 are rejected as being vague and 
indefinite because it is not known what is meant by 'overproduction of proinflammatory 
cytokines' (in claim 11). It is not clear to what this 'overproduction' is relative. Clarification is 
required. 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



4. Claims 1-10 and 13-15 are allowed. The reason for the allowable subject matter is as 
follows: The thiazolopyrimidine compounds claimed are unknown in the chemical art. The 
closest compounds all have alkyl functionalities at the 3 -position of the pyrimidine ring. (For 
example, see Flammang et al. in J. Am. Chem. Soc. (1994), 1 16(5), 2005-13.). 



5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
